By bobsled, jeep and ambulance, 
a dead University of Colorado co- 
ed and her two seriously injured 
men student companions were 
brought today from treacherous 
Isobel glacier near the continental 
divide. 


Hazel Jeannette Martin, 27. of 


New Providence, Iowa, was killed 
when she fell while climbing Nava- 
jo Peak, Sheriff Arthur Everson 
said. Tied to the ex-Wave with a 
rope. DeForrest W. Mechleib. 20, 
of Peoria, 111., suffered a broken 
leg. and David Waddington, 22, of 
Westcliffe. Colo., a broken arm 
and collarbone. 


Waddington made his way over 


the ice and snow two miles to a 
cabin at the foot of the glacier 
where he was found late yester- 
day. He directed the search party 
to the other two. *Meehlieb was 


haif frozen and semi-conscious. 


Army sled doprs. flown here to 


aid in the search, pulled the dead 
and injured five miles over snow- 
drifted roads to a jeep m which 
the trio was taken to ambulances 
at Ward, Colo., 15 miles west of 
here. 


Meehleib was

Galesburg-. 111., until his mother's 
death six years ago. Then he 
moved to Peoria, 111., where he

If Miners Stay Out 


Avalanche of Unemploy- 


ment Grows Daily as 


Result of Strike 


Pittsburgh, Dec. 6—(AP) —An 


embargo on railroad freight ship- 
ments today climaxed the snow- 
balling effects of the soft coal 
strike with an avalanche of new 
unemployment. 


Tens of thousands of American 


workers were,handed pre-Christ- 
mas layoffs as the 16-day stop- 
page gradually 
choked off the 


economic, social and educational 
life of the nation. 


Predictions 
from 
across 
the 


country indicated more than 5,- 
000,000 workers would be idle by 
New Year's if the coal strike is 
still in progress. 


Meanwhile, 
the 
government 


planned more stringent conserva- 
tion measures to save the meager 
coal supply, including an exten- 
sion of the drastic brown-outs now 
observed in 21 eastern states. 


John D. Small, Civilian Produc- 


tion 
chief, 
glumly 
predicted, 


"We'll have people cold within a 
week," because of the strike. 


The miners, generally, were res- 


tive but apparently content to 
watch and wait word from John 
L. Lewis. - However, in Durango. 
Colo., 40 AFL-United Mine Work- 
ers at six small coal mines in the 
area reported back to work yester- 
day. 


"Need Christmas Money" 


"We needed Christmas money," 


was the terse comment of the re- 
turned miners who included Frank 
Martinez, president of the local. 


Labor, including the 
powerful 


rival CIO organization which Lewis 
founded and then .deserted, con- 
tinued to rally to the support of 
the UMW president and his union. 


While CIO President Philip Mur- 


ray announced plans to join in the 
appeal from the fines and convic- 
tion, the Detroit-Wayne County 
Council of the AFL disclosed it 
had named a committee to "study 
the possibility of a one-day general 
strike of AFL worker* in Detroit," 
m sympathy -with the' UMW. 


Also in Detroit, four top officials 


of the CIO United Auto Workers 
termed government actions in the 
soft coal dispute "a threat to the 
entire American labor movement," 
and aeeiafed, "the organized labor 
movement will not tolerate this at- 
tempt to turn back the clock of 
progress in labor relations." 


Ford Idles 20,000 


Ford Motor Co., beginning lay- 


offs that may spread to 500,000 
automobile workers within a week 
or 10 days, idled 20,000 employes 
at 'midnight last night and said 
20,000 more will be released tonight 
because of the coal shortage. 


A Ford spokesman said all 90,- 


000 Ford workers will be out of 
work within two weeks 


The Budd Company laid off 14,- 


000 employes in its Philadelphia 
and Detroit plants today because 
of the freight embargo. The com- 
pany, which makes automobile 
bodies, has a total personnel of 
21.000. 


Railroads also again drastically 


slashed payrolls with 5,000 workers 
furloughed 
in Kentucky alone. 


Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad said 
it will lay off an additional 2,421 
men Monday, bringing the line's

Over Negro Housing 


Chicago., Dec. 6—(AP) — A 


detail of 200 „ policemen patrolled 
the airport homes public housing 
project today following demon- 
strations yesterday after two Ne- 
gro, families atetmpted to move 
into apartments assigned to them 
by the Chicago housing authority. 


Nearly 500 policemen were sent 


tc the area last night after sev- 
eral disturbances. Six policemen 
and two newspaper photographers 
were slightly injured by flying 
rocks, automobiles and 
trucks 


were overturned and car windows 
smashed. The two Negro veter- 
ans were not injured and left the 
project with police after 
their 


household goods were moved into 
the apartments. 


Recently more than 50 squatter 


families were evicted from the 
project apartments. Miss Eliza- 
beth Wood, secretary of the CHA, 
said nme Negro veterans' families 
had been assigned as tenants. 


Schultheis Denies 
Wife's Accusation; 


Counter Charge 


Dean Schultheis, 701 Grand ave- 


nue, 
today denied charges by his 


former wife, Caroline Schultheis 
Hazelwood, that he threatened to 
shoot her, that his home was an 
unfit place in which to keep two 
of their four children, and that he 
disciplined the children exces- 
sively. 


He countered by charging that 


she at one time threatened to set 
fire to the residence, had a bad 
temper and sometimes swore at 
their children. 


Mrs. 
Hazelwood, who was 


awarded a divorce from Schultheis 
in May, in addition to the other 
charges, has claimed that the $5 
weekly support payments awarded 
her by the decree are insufficient 
now, 
and has declared that he is 


behind in payments. 


Seeks Modification 


Schultheis, through his counsel, 


has filed a petition seeking modi- 
fication of the divorce decree to 
give custody of the two boys now 
in her custody to him and to elimi- 
nate the support payments. 


Terms, of the decree provide that 


reach sHall be allowed -f 6 visit the 
'children in custody of the other 
party regularly each week on Sun- 
day. 
Schultheis said Mrs. Hazel- 


wood has never come to the resi- 
dence to visit the children in his 
care, but said they have at times 
gone to visit her, denying he pre- 
vented them from doing so. 


He testified this morning that 


since he moved into his present 
home shortly after discharge from 
the army last winter he has im- 
proved the house as much as pos- 
sible at present, and declared it is 
clean and warm enough for the 
children now. 


Bilbo Denies Alf 


Charges at Trial 


Jackson, Miss., Dec 6—(AP)— 


Mississippi's uninhibited senator 
Theodore G. Bilbo, confident that 
"everything: is lovely—righteous- 
ness wall prevail,'' prepared today 
to leave for Washington and a 
second bout of senate committee 
investigation. 


To one committee which spent 


four days investigating assertions 
that his campaign speeches incited 
violence and disfranchisement of 
Negroes, Bilbo yesterday said he 
had "no apology" for his advocacy 
of white supremacy and control, 
but he denied counselling violence 
or illegal acts in last summer's 
Democratic primary. 


"The man's" new engagement 


is with another committee investi- 
gatin his alleged relations with 
war contractors. 
Bilbo said he 


would be there when the hearings 
opened Dec. 12, and expected "fine 
sailing."

Extend Draft Holiday 


Washington,

Despite on "abrupt and continu- 
ing" decline in the number of 
volunteers, the War department 
has announced it will draft no men 
in January 1947.

New Conservation 


Measures Go Into 


Effect on Monday 


Unless Strike is Settled 


Extended Dimout Rule 


Will Hit Utilities 


Washington, Dec. 6—(AP)—The 


Civilian Production Administration 
made ready today to clamp a new 
series of drastic fuel conservation 
restrictions on the nation Monday 
unless b. soft coal strike settlement 
is reached beforehand. 


Edward Falck, chief of OPA's 


office of emergency controls, said 
the new orders will: 


1. Extend dimout restrictions to 


all utilities in the country which 
derive electricity from soft coal. 
Florida, Georgia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Alabama, Tennes- 
see and Mississippi will bo affected 
most. 


2. Require that the more string- 


ent "second phase" of the dimout 
restrictions, already announced for 
21 north and eastern states and the 
District of Columbia, be put into 
operation when coal stocks of utili- 
ties have dropped to a 20 instead 
of a 15-day supply. 


Would Share Supplies 


3. Require utilities with more 


than a specified amount of coal— 
possibly a 60 day supply—to share 
the remainder with other utilities. 


Falck said the new orders, when 


issued, will become operative Vas 
soon as the groups affected can be 
notified." 


They may include the freezing 


of industrial and commercial coke 
supplies. 


The coke, which heretofore has 


not come urder federal restrictions, 
would be diverted to manufacturers 
of artificial gas whose deliveries of 
gas to non-essential users already 
have been ordered curtailed when 
their coal stocks drop to a three 
week s apply. 


Another order under considera- 


tion would freeze coal supplies of 
industries forced to close by the 
strike, and supplies of other in- 
dustries, including railroads, in ex- 
cess of a specified amount.

Employers' Probes 


Opened in Oakland 


Oakland, Calif., Dec. 6—(AP)— 


East Bay employers called a meet- 
ing this afternoon to find out who 
said exactly what in settling Ala- 
meda county's $14,000,000 general 
strike yesterday. 


One leading participant in the 


settlement negotiations, who ask- 
ed that his name be withheld, con- 
cluded that "just now, everybody 
is standing around with a knife at 
everybody else's back. The situa- 
tion is' ripe to break out all over 
again." But most other sources 
agreed that further flareups, if 
any, would be isolated and frag- 
mentary, rather than a fresh gen- 
eral strike. 


The two and a half days of civic 


paralysis ended at noon yesterday 
and picketing last night continued 
only at two retail stores—Kahns 
and Hastings—scene of the inci- 
dent which started the general 
walkout. 
(Police had convoyed 


non-union trucks through 
the 


lines.) 


The employers' meeting today 


was scheduled for 5 p. m. (C.S.T.J 
by President Ford Tussig of Unit- 
ed Employers, Inc., "as the result 
of conflicting reports and confu- 
sion," he said, and negotiators of 
the settlement will be asked to 
explain "in detail." 


Coal Strike Threat 


to British Rations 


London, Dec. 6—(AP) — Food 


Minister John Strachey told the 
house of commons today that the 
American coal strike threatened 
the "gravest 
consequences" to 


Great Britain and all other coun- 
tries depending on North America 
for food supplies. 


Unless the situation improves, 


Britain "almost certainly" must 
cut its bread ration from the pres- 
ent nine ounces a day and "it may 
well not prove possible to main- 
tain the present bacon ration" of 
three ounces a week, Strachey 
said. 


Strachey also told the legisla- 


tors that because of the recent 
meat packing strike in Argentina 
"we have lost nearly seven weeks' 
shipments of meat, a loss which is 
almost impossible to make up." 


Federal Czar of 


Veterans Affairs 


Urged in Report 


Washington, Dec. 6.—(AP)—A 


federal czar of veterans affairs 
was proposed today in a war de- 
partment report which said many 
former servicemen are bitter over 
net results of the G. I. Bill of 
Rights and other legislation for 
their benefit. 


Lt. Col. Winthrop 
RockfeUer 


said a top level coordinator em- 
powered to "cut red tape and act' 
iss needed. He reported on a six 
months survey which he said 
showed both the federal govern- 
ment and local communities are 
"confused" for lack of a "master 
plan" for dealing with veterans 
problems.

Need Coordinator 


The survey was undertaken at 


the request of Secretary of War 
Patterson who endorsed the re- 
port. 


A single official is needed, Rock- 


efeller advised, to, coordinate the 
work of more than fifteen federa 
agencies, including the Veterans 
Administration, "which deal 'direct- 
ly or indirectly with the veterans 


Urging prompt "drastic action." 


Rockefeller reported that "in spite 
of the fact that an important ma- 
jority of veterans have accom- 
plished reintegration into the com- 
munity, disillusionment is ram- 
pant, and unemployment and un- 
der-employment have reached dis- 
tressing proportions." 


Aside from appointment of a 


top-level coordinator, he recom- 
mended: 


1. Creation of a citizens' group 


to conduct a far-reaching employ- 
ment drive "designed to correct 
injustices and hardships that have 
been the lot of far too many de- 
serving men." 


2. Steps to amend the adminis- 


trative legislation of certain por- 
tions of the G. I. Bill of Rights

meeting on the coal crisis broke 
up today with one member declar- 
ing privately: 


"There will be no turning back 


in this fight." 


This sentiment was voiced as 


CIO President Philip Murray call- 
ed on all organized labor to join 
the battle against government ef- 
forts to end the miners' \valkout 
by injunction. 


President Truman presumably 


obtained his cabinet's views on .the 
approach he should take in his 
Sunday night broadcast to the 
nation. After the cabinet meeting, 
the president also saw Rep. Ran- 
dolph, Democrat from

region of West Virginia. 


With organized labor marshal- 


ing reinforcements for John L. 
Lewis' battle through the high 
courts, the United Mine Workers 
posted bond to cover the $3,500.000 
fines imposed on them for ignor- 
ing a court order against striking. 


Put Up Bonds 


. The union put up U. S. govern- 
ment bonds with a face' value of 
$3,500,000 and Lewis posted a 
$10,000 cash bond to meet his per- 
sonal fine. Both cash and bonds 
were sent to a U. S. treasury vault 
for safekeeping. 


Senator Capehart (R-Ind) mean- 


while came out with a statement 
that he has "good reason to be- 
lieve" the strike can be settled in 
one hour if Mr. Truman and L*wi» 
sit down together. 


He said he was "reliably in- 


formed" that Lewis, prior to re- 
ceiving a sentence for contempt of 
court, had offered to start nego- 
tiations that would have settled 
the strike "satisfactorily."

those of the same period in 1945 


Receipts

and crop receipts were about Ib 
per cent higher. 


The outlook for major group- 


of commodities was reported as 
follows: 


Livestock and meats—Prices o 


hogs and cattle are expected to 
decline moderately from presen 
high levels through midwinter as 
meat supplies become 'more abun 
dant. Meat and animal prices in 
late 1947 probably will be lower 
than in late 19-16. 


Dairy 
products—Prices 
have 


about reached their peak for 1946 
and probably will decline as soon 
as production turns upward after 
the seasonal low of the next few 
weeks. 


Fats, Oils Slay Hold 


Poultry and eggs—It is unlike- 


ly that prices of eggs, chicken 
and turkey will return to recent 
levels in the next few years. 


Fats, oils and oilseeds—Because 


of a world shortage, prices ol 
these products during the next 
few years are likely to average 
materially higher than before the 
war, although below present ab- 
nomally high levels. 


Fruit—Stimulated by the usual 


Christmas holiday demand, prices 
generally are expected to remain 
fairly steady until the first of 
the year. 
Thereafter, prices for 


apples and pears probably will 
rise seasonally. In contrast pric- 
es for citrus most likely will de- 
cline with mounting supplies. 


Truck crops—Prices are rising 


seasonally this fall but are mod- 
erately below those of a year ago. 


World consumption of wood an-
